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Precautions against introduction of contagious disease from Mexico. 

El Paso, Tex., September 1, 1898. 

Sir : To guard against the introduction of contagious diseases into 
the United States the undersigned is instructed to board and inspect 
every passenger train entering El Paso, Tex., from the Eepublic of 
Mexico. The present daily schedule time for the arrival of the Mexi- 
can Central is 7.20 p. m., but the train very often arrives after 10 p. m. 
The Mexican law does not permit the train to leave after such hours, 
and at such times passengers for the United States very often hire 
private conveyances to bring them to El Paso, Tex. 

In view of the fact of the present epidemic of yellow fever and small- 
pox at different points in Mexico, I would respectfully request that you 
order your guards not to permit passengers from the Mexican Central to 
pass after 10 p. m. and 7 a. m. during the quarantine season.
